i  The    120-unit    building,    constructed   at    a    cost    of    $1,200,000 

at   3140  South   llichigan  avenue,    will    be    completed   and    occupied   this 
summer   as    part    of   the    Institute's    long   range    campus    housing    program. 

Dr.    Gunsaulus,    revered    Chicago    civic    leader,    was    president 
of  Arm.our    Institute    of  Technology    (predecessor    of    Illinois   Tech)    for 
29   yaars,    from   the    college's    establishment    in   1092   until    his    death    in 
1921  at    the    age    of    65, 

Gunsaulus'    persuasive    and    moving   performances    as    a    public 
speaker,    whether    in   the    pulpit    or    on    the    lecture    platform,    are 
legendary   at    Illinois   Tech. 

He    is    best    remembered    for   what    has    come    to    be    known  as    the 
"million  dollar    sermon." 
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This    turning   point    in   his    life    came   about    three    years   after 
he    came    to   Chiaago    as    pastor    of    Plymouth   church.      His    civic    spirit    was 
immediately  thrilled   by   the    study  and   handiwork   program   for  young 
people    at   Armour   LIission» 

The   mission   had    been   built   after  the    untimely   death    in  18S1 
of  39-year-old    Joseph  Armour,    a    member    of    Plymouth   church.      He    willed 
ylOOjOOO    for    the    construction    of   the    mission,    and   his    brother    Philip 
added   a    second    ;;100,000, 

Gunsaulus   was    inspired    by    the    mission's    objective   and    its 
value    to   young   people.      He    visualized   a    school    for   young   men  and   women 
ho   wished   to   help   themselves    secure    an   education. 

One    Sunday   about   1890    (the    date    is    no    longer   knovifn)    he    put 
these    thoughts    into   a    stirring    sermon   before    his    Plymouth   church 
members , 

A.S   he    greeted   the    parishioners   at    the    close    of    the    service, 
one    of   his    listeners,    Philip  Armour,    approached   him, 

"Do    you   believe    in   those    ideas   you   have    just    expressed?"    he 
askedo. 

When  the    minister   replied,    "I   most    certainly  do,"    I.Ir,    Armour 
said,     "Give    me    five    years    of   your   time,    and    I   will    give    you  a   million 
dollars, " 

Thus  Armour    Institute    of   Technology  was    born,    claiming   not 
five   but   nearly  30  years    of   the   young   minister's    life. 

Born    in   Chesterfield,    Ohio    on  Hew   Year's    day    in   1856, 

Gunsaulus   was    graduated    from   Ohio  Wesleyan  university   at    19.      He 

established   an   enviable    reputation  as   a.   public    speaker   even  as   an 

undergraduate,

He    single-handedly   coached  all   Techawk  athletic   teams    from 
1913    to    1918,      He    originated   and   directed    the    famous    Illinois   Tech 
Relays,    largest    indoor   track  meet    in   the    nation  which  had    its    18th 
running  this   past    March,      lie    also    organized   and    supervised   the   annual 
Illinois  Tech   Prep   Basketball    tournament,    held   during   the    Christmas 
holidays    for    Chicago   public   high   schools. 

As   head    of    the    Institute's    placement    office,    he    has   helped 
numerous    Illinois    Tech  alumni    obtain   positions    in   business   and    industry,

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He    is   also    professor   of    industrial    chemistry  and    remained 
active    in   that    capacity   until    September   1948,      He    is   a    member   of   the 
Institute's   board    of    trustees. 

After   his    retirement   Schommer    intends   to   devote   his   time    to 
the    ^15, 000, 000  development   and   modernization  program  which   is   designed 
to   give    Illinois   Tech  the    "\7orld's   most   modern   college    campus". 

As   a    college   athlete    he    performed    in   the    "G-olden  Era"    of 
sports   at    the   University    of    Chicago   and    became    the    first    person    in   the 
history    of   that    school    to   win   12    letters.      He   was    outstanding    in   each 
of   four   sports    --   basketball,    football,    baseball,    and   track. 

He    was   a  member    of    three   Western   conference    championship 
basketball    teams    and    captained    Chicago's    national    intercollegiate 
chajiips    in  1908,      He    had    previously    captained   the    Central   YMCA   quintet 
that    won   the    world's    title    at    the    St..   Louis    Fair    in    1904,      He   was 
named   ail-American   center   and    recently   has    been   selected    to    several 
all-tirae    all-American   basketball   teams. 

In    football    Schomraer   was    chosen  all-"/estern  end.      He    played 
that    position    for    two  Western    conference    championship   elevens   at 
Chicago, 

In   baseball   he  won  the  Western  conference    batting  title    in 
1909    with   an  average    of    ,475.       In   track  he   established   a    world   YLCA 
indoor    high    jump   record    in   1903,,    was   a    member    of    Chicago's   Western 
conference    championship   track  team    in  1903,   and    led   the   IJaroons    in 
scoring    in  1909,,      He  was  an  Olympic   selection   in  1908  although  he   was 
unable    to    compete    in  the    games.

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He    compiled  a   brilliant   scholastic   record  at   Chicago,      He 
was   named    to   Owl   and   Serpent   and   was    chosen  University   Marshall,    the 
highest   honor   the    administration  bestows   upon  an  undergraduate, 

Schommer   was  an  assistant    football    coach  at    Chicago    in  1910, 
After   one  and    one-half   years    of   graduate    xiork   in   chemistry  and 
bacteriology  at    Chicago,    he   entered    Illinois   Tech    (then  Armour  Tech) 
and    in  1912   received   a    bachelor's   degree    in   chemical   engineering.      The 
following   year   he   assumed   the    duties    of   director    of   athletics. 

He    was   a  Western   conference    football    official    from   1910   until 
1942  and   was    at    one    time    a    member    of   the    National    Intercollegiate    rules 
committee.      He    officiated    in    the    National    Professional    Football    league 
from   1942   to    1944. 

The    big,  genial    man  with   the   wide   grin  a,nd   white  tousled   hair 
is    known   and   admired    by   athletes,    fans,    coaches,    and    officials    through- 
out   the    country.      His    sparkling   humor   has    placed    him   much    in  demand   a,s 
a    speaker.

How  can  we  feed  an  overpopulated  Tsorld?  t^at  happens  when  we  get  too 
many  people  for  too  little  food? 

Biochemists  predict  that  food  shortages  may  be  overcome  by  putting  such 
things  as  pond  scum,  straw  and  wood  waste  on  the  dinner  table.  They  will  be  transformed 
into  molds,  yeasts  and  algae  which  have  high  nutritive  content  and  are  today  being 
tested  in  laboratories  over  the  nation. 

The  "food  crop"  these  chemists  are  growing  consists  of  microbes.  These 
microorganisiBS,  mainly  molds  and  yeasts,  thrive  on  mineral  salts  and  organic  carbon, 
such  as  sugars.   Food  for  the  microbes  may  also  come  from  industrial  vsaste  products 
like  cannejy  liquors  and  grain  hulls. 

Foods  made  from  microbes  will  not  substitute,  but  will  supplement,  our 
regular  fare,  according  to  Dr.  Leonard  J.  Vinson,  biochemist  at  Annour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.  Dr.  Vinson  has  been  studying  fungal 
growth  and  deteradning  the  nutritive  value  of  molds  on  albino  rats  in  food  laboratories 
of  the  Foundation. 

Food  yeast  has  been  produced  frcm  wood  sugar,  waste  molasses  and  food- 
pjTOcesaing  ty-products.  One  strain  of  yeast  used,  Torula  utilis,  produces  high 
quality  protein. 
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microbes  as  food  -  page  tiro 


iSxpe'nsive  sewage  MsposalplMis  produce  little  financial  return.  On 
the  other  hand.  Dr.  ¥inson  said,  growing  yeast  on  effluents  produced  by  industries 
making  caittohydrate  materials  -would  reduce  stream  pollution  and  also  mean  new  profits 
to  manufacturers. 

Hfhile  yeasts  make  protein,  molds  can  produce  fats  as  well,  Molds  are 
vigorous  growers  and  usually  require  less  care.  Th^  may  vie  with  yeasts  in  the 
future.  Dr.  Vinson  said.  One  in  particular,  Pencillium  javanicum,  is  being  studied 
at  the  Foundation* 

Another  mold,  Fusarium  lini  Bolley,  gives  rise  to  a  preparation  rich 
in  protein  and  vitamins,  and  which  serves  as  an  excellent  food,  as  indicated  in  animal 
ejiperiraents  run  by  Dr.  Vinson  and  co-workers. 

Pond  scums  and  "water  mosses"  are  another  source  of  food  for  the  future, 
in  which  acres  of  water  surface  would  replace  acres  of  land.  An  alga  known  as 
Chlorella,  Dr.  Vinson  said,  might  produce  a  raaximum  of  1,390  pounds  of  fat  per  acre 
in  a  growing  season,  as  conipared  to  227  pounds  of  soy  bean  oil  on  land. 

Chlorella,  in  the  presence  of  mineral  salts,  could  build  carbohydrates 
from  carbon  dioxide  and  water  through  the  energy,  of  sunlight.  Then,  according  to 
Dr.  Vinson,  the  alga  might  be  teamed  up  with  yeasts  to  produce  proteins  and  vitamins. 

Almost  untouched  as  food  are  lower  forms  of  animal  life  called  plankton 
which  grow  in  lakes  and  oceans.  Although  high  in  mineral  content.  Dr.  Vinson  pointed 
out  that  plankton  is  plentiful  and  rich  in  pi*otein.  Chemists  T/ould  have  to  find 
inexpensive  means  of  filtering,  reducing  salt  content  and  dehydrating. 

Molds,  yeasts,  and  algae  offer  chemical  farmers  of  the  future  high 
efficiency  in  converting  sinple  nutrients  to  material  rich  in  food  value.  Other 
advantages  mentioned  by  Dr.  Vinson  are  easy  control  of  environment  and  utilization

CHICAGO  —  Age  levels  rather  than  econo.mic  conditions  deter- 
mine the  degree  of  personal  economic  worry,  according  to  a  survey  on 
lifetime  worry  patterns  conducted  by  Dr.  V/illard  A,  Kerr,  associate 
professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  and  two 
students. 

The  findings,  based  upon  questionnaires  completed  by  103 
older  members  of  the  American  Psychological  Association,  were  reported 
today  by  one  of  the  students,  Harry  L.  Newman,  senior,  5308  Ellis 
avenue,  Chicago,  at  the  annual  Midwest  Conference  of  American 
Psychologists  in  the  Drake  hotel. 

"Each  psychologist,"  Newman  said,  "was  requested  to  state 
the  age  or  age  level  at  which  any  or  each  of  the  potential  fields  of 
worry  had  proved  a.  serious  problem  to  him," 

Results  showed  that  between  the  ages  of  29  and  34  economic 
worry  was  the  most  predominant,  most  frequently  recurring,  and  per- 
sisted regardless  of  the  current  business  cycle.

"Psychologists  now  between  ages  of  45  and  49  reported  they 
were  most  affected  by  economic  worries  at  the  age  of  30,,  or  during  the 
depression  year  of  1932,"  Newman  said. 

"Psychologists  now  between  ages  50  and  54  also  reported  a 
peak  economic  worry  load  at  the  age  of  30,  which  was  the  relatively 
prosperous  year  of  1927," 

Job  security  and  lack  of  confidence  in  business  success  also 
ranked  highest  at  the  age  of  30,  he  stated, 

"A  chronological  sequence  of  the  remaining  major  worries," 
a,ccording  to  Newman,  "begins  with  worry  about  personal  appearance, 
maximizing  at  age  20  and  overlapping  markedly  with  worries  of  sexual 
morality  most  obvious  at  23, 

At  the  age  of  25,  the  psychologists  lacked  confidence  in 
making  a  good  impression  on  people.   At  30,  economic  worries  predomin- 
ated, and  at  31  they  lacked  confidence  in  personal  business  success, 

"Other  worries,"  he  reported,  "prevail  at  the  following  ages: 
job  security,  age  33;  health,  age  38;  political  convictions,  age  41; 
marital  difficulties,  age  42;  giving  up  ambitions,  age  45,   Thereafter" 
he  said,  "the  major  worry  concerns  health," 

"Between  the  ages  of  18  and  25,  these  psychologists  concen- 
trated on  idealism  and  personal  development.   Later  emphasis  shifted  to 
problems  of  survival  and  hard  reality,  and  finally  to  political 
conditions  and  health,  indicating  a  practical  combination  of  earlier 
idealism  and  subsequent  experience  with  reality,"  Newman  said,
